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ea-— Ihe theological terms here are 
neither a complete listing nor are they 
intended to provide thorough 
definitions or perspectives. Further, 
some literary terms are included to 
help with explanations. 


Apostle — sent out one; specifically chosen by 
Christ. 


Anthropomorphism -— figurative language used to 
describe God in some function or attribute; 
portrays a certain characteristic of God or 
illustrates his divine activity from a human 
perspective. 


Anthropos = man. Morphe = form. This designates 
the view of God having human features and form. 
God is pictured as having feet, hands, mouth, and 
a heart. These are meant to communicate aspects 
of his being, function, or some facet of the invisible 
God in human terminology. They communicate 
God's nature or purpose strictly on a human level. 


There are 3 main terms used to describe the 
gathering together of the canon (called Scripture): 


Homologumena - books generally accepted by 
mainstream “church” officials 


Antilogumena - books originally not accepted by 
some (such as James, Jude, 2™ John, 3 John, 
27 Peter, and Hebrews) and were disputed but 
were later allowed as part of cannon. 


Notha - writings claiming inspiration but were 
considered to be false by those who had the 
power to decide what is or is not approved as 
scripture. Some say certain writings were 
disallowed because they contradicted previously 
delivered writings. 


Covenant — a contract between 2 parties; a 
serious agreement between God and man. 


Disciple — a student or follower of Christ (not 
always a Believer). 


Doctrine — fundamental teachings and practices 
of what is considered to constitute Scripture 


ea- Effacacious — God's sovereign work to 
effectively call people to salvation through the 
conviction of the Holy Spirit. 


Glorification - to become like Jesus; to 
permanently become immortal and incorruptible 


God — Creator of life; eternal, transcendent, apart 
from anything made. Has _ plurality § as 
simultaneously existing and still completely united. 


Gospel —- called “the good news’ referring to the 
message of reconciliation to God. 


Grace — undeserved acceptance; a gift from God 
which cannot be earned. 


Hypostatic Union — the dual nature of Christ 
being both 100% God and 100% man dwelling 
together as one person. 


Incarnation — the belief of God becoming flesh as 
the eternal Son who is also God who became the 
son of man through the virgin conception. 


Impute — to place on one’s spiritual sin debt onto 
Christ's account; Jesus righteousness in 
exchange for humankind’s sin. 


wa Exegesis — the extracting of scriptural text; 
the true meaning or explanation of passages of 
Scripture within context. 


Figurative language — symbolic way of speech as 
in, “the moon turns to blood’; a poetic or 
picturesque way to describe things. 


Hermeneutics — interpreting scriptural text 


Hyperbole — exaggeration or overstatement; not 
to be taken literally but used to express depth in 
meaning. 


Idiom — an expression of language or dialect of a 
people that is not commonly understood outside 
its culture 


Isogesis — reading meaning into text; interpreting 
using nonstandard guidelines. Using a 
presupposition to arrive at the meaning; ignoring 
the specific language in which it was written. 


Metaphor — a figure of speech in which one object 
is compared to another by speaking of it as if it 
were the other. 


Parable — a figure of speech in a story setting to 
illustrate a moral or spiritual truth. These 
experience-relatable stories are sometimes used 


«a= to deliberately obscure the meaning so as to 
reveal it for some while hiding it from others. 


Simile -— a figure of speech expressing 
comparison or likeness using terms such as “like”, 
“as”, or “So”. 


Inerrancy — the view that the collection on books 
called the Bible is 100% God-approved, 100% 
complete, and total truth. 


Israel — first mentioned in Genesis 12 beginning 
with Abraham. From Jacob came the 12 tribes 
Hebrew tribes which were descended from 12 
sons of the patriarch Jacob: Asher, Benjamin, 
Dan, Gad, Issachar, Joseph, Judah, Levi, 
Naphtali, Reuben, Simeon, Zebulun. 


Sometimes called God’s “chosen people’. 


Justification — a legal declaration giving one 
approval in the presence of God and pronouncing 
a sinner as righteous because of Christ's merit. 


Kenosis — a term to describe the voluntary 
emptying of Christ by him taking on an additional 
nature while not setting aside his divine nature and 
attributes. 


ea- law Of Moses — a unit of 613 or more specific 
rules which are civil, ceremonial, and/or moral. A 
widespread theological view is that the purpose of 
“the law’ was to reveal God's holiness by exposing 
sin and to bring one to faith in the Christ. 


Masoretic Text — Before 1947 the oldest Hebrew 
manuscript was a Masoretic dating to 900 AD. The 
Dead sea scrolls were found and at least one 
piece was preserved from every OT book except 
Esther (dating back to 100 B.C.) It is said there is 
more than just one “masoretic text”. 


Mercy —withheld punishment for judgment 
Millenium — a literal 1,000 years. 


Amillennialism — the doctrine which teaches 
there is no literal millennium before or after Christ 
returns to earth. It uses allegorical or symbolic 
approaches to prophecy. 


Dispensational Pre-millennialism — the doctrine 
which teaches “the 2"? coming of Christ” occurs in 
two stages. First, there will be “the rapture” of the 
body of Christ. Then, after 7 years, Christ will 
return with his church to rule on earth. 


e== Historic pre-millennialism — the doctrine 
which teaches “the rapture and the 2"? coming” 
are simultaneous events as Christ returns to earth 
before the millennium. 


Post milleniallism — the doctrine which teaches 
Christ will come to earth after a 1000-year time 
frame. Here, no distinction is made between “the 
rapture” and “the 2" coming” as both are counted 
as one single event. 


Motif — The underlying theme or the main element 
in a literary work. 


Pharisees — religious law-keepers as described in 
the Bible. Pious. Taught and preferred their self- 
created laws to God's laws. 


Providence — term used to denote the working of 
God in all things. 


Rapture — the concept that saints will be 
resurrected when Christ comes to earth to gather 
“the church”. The belief is that those collected will 
“taken up” or “caught away” while simultaneously 
being changed from mortal to immortal.. 


Redemption — theologically, a term meaning a 
buy-out from the slavery of sin; liberation from 


«a= having sin be master; the the complete 
payment of Christ's shed blood. 


Reconciliation -— connect again; to make 
humankind, who became an enemy of God 
because of sin, have peace through Christ's 
atoning death; provides all humans the opportunity 
to be saved. 


Regeneration — the doctrine which states a “new 
birth” is created by Spirit-implanting through faith. 


Saducee’s — A group of Jews that held to a strict 
literal interpretation of then laws of Moses and 
used only the first 5 books of Moses. They 
rejected the supernatural, angels and demons and 
the afterlife. They had control of the temple and 
the priesthood in Jesus’ day. 


Sanctified — to be set apart; holy, reserved for 
God's use. Applies to days, people, things, and 
places. The progressive work of the holy Spirit in 
Believers’ lives for the purpose of conforming 
them to the image of the Son. 


Salvation — to believe the Gospel by faith and be 
born a new by a spiritual birth 


ea-— Sanhedrin — group of males who were a 
religious political body for Israel (a Jewish 
Supreme Court) made up if 24 chief priests 
(Saducess) 24 elders (Pharisees) 22 scribes and 
one high priest. They dictated how people were to 
worship God and practice Judaism. 


Scribes — copiers of the law (a branch of the 
Pharisees. They were responsible _ for 
safeguarding and copying Scripture. They had a 
meticulous Job of cross-checking the letters for 
any mistakes. 


Shekinah Glory — a term used to describe any 
physical manifestation of God as a cloud, light, fire 
or darkness. 


Sin — transgression of the law; to violate Gods 
perfect standard or a command given. An 
inclination to do evil or to go against the 
conscience. Source: fallen nature of humankind. 


Theophany — a physical manifestation of God as 
a person or messenger (angel); Christ in human 
form, called "the Angel of the Lord." 


Tribulation (Great) — considered to be the most 
horrible time in all of time. See: Matthew 24, 


was Jeremiah 30, Revelation 6, Daniel 9, 1 
Thessalonians 5. 


Preterism — fulfilled eschatology; belief that all 
was fulfilled which Jesus spoke of in Matthew 24. 
70 AD 


Pre-tribulation — belief that the Body of Christ will 
not go through any of the tribulationary period, 
great suffering or sorrow from specific judgments 
as found in the book of Revelation and other 
prophetic biblical books, but will be removed prior 
to that time. 


Mid-tribualtion — one view of a_ prophesied 
“catching away’ or often called “rapture” in which 
Believers are expected to be taken away or 
removed from the world during the middle of the 
70° week time period. Tribulation keywords: 
Seals. Trumpets. Vials. 


Partial Rapture — the general view that only true 
Believers who are _ watching, waiting, and 
spiritually prepared will be removed from the earth 
to be with Jesus. 


Pre-wrath — the belief that “the church’ will 
experience a portion of “the great tribulation” in 
order to purify and perfect Believers. 


«a= Post-tribualtion — the belief that Christ will 
return at the end of the worst suffering of all time 
(called “the tribulation) to gather those Believers 
who have endured and become and remained 
faithful.

> On APOSTASY 


Scriptures teach that everyone who is born 
again by the power of the Holy Spirit 
receives the gift of eternal life (John 10:28). 
Eternal life is not temporary life. Someone 
who is born again (John 3:3) cannot be 
“unborn”. After being adopted into God’s 
family (Romans 8:15), we will not be 
disowned. When God starts a work, he 
finishes it (Philippians 1:6). 


So, the child of God, the genuine 
Believer in Christ, is guaranteed salvation. 


Nevertheless, the Bible contains strong 
warnings against apostasy. These warnings 
have led some to reject the obedience of 
faith (Romans 16:26) concerning eternal 
salvation. After all, we are warned against 
falling away from the Lord. 

So what is meant by “apostasy”? 

An apostate is one who abandons religious 
faith. Biblically speaking, apostates are 
people who make professions of faith in Jesus 
Christ but never genuinely received Him as 
Savior. They are pretend Believers. Those 
who turn away from Christ never really 
trusted Him as Lord of their lives. He was 
never their personal Savior. 
1 John 2:19 means: 


They left, but they did not really belong to us 
in the first place. Had they belonged with us, 
they would have stayed with us; but their 
going was proof they were never real: 


wa- they were not serious, sincere, and 
committed about Jesus as Lord of their lives. 


Those who apostatize are simply 
demonstrating that they are not true 
Believers and they never were. 


Fk On APOSTASY 
The Parable of the Wheat and the Tares 
(Matthew 13:24—-30) provides a simple 
illustration of apostasy. Real wheat and 
“false wheat” (tares or weeds) grew 
together. 


In the same way, there are true, born-again 
Believers side by side with pretenders. The 
apostates are those who endure the 
messages, enjoy the music, show support on 
social media and monetarily. Some even 
volunteer and cook church meals and join 
various outreach groups such as visiting the 
sick, but they have never genuinely repented 
of their sins and sincerely accepted Christ 
by faith. 


To many, the true Believer and the 
pretender may look identical, but God is 
able to see the heart. 


Matthew 13:1-9 (the Parable of the Sower) is 
another illustration of apostasy in action. 


Ff On APOSTASY gia=is 
The Bible warns against apostasy. There are 
two types of religious people—Believers and 
Unbelievers. In any church there may be 
those who truly Rnow Christ and also those 
who are just going through the motions. 
Merely saying certain words, wearing a cross, 
or attending church does not guarantee a 
change of heart. Many listen to scriptures 
and even agree with them but do not take 
them to heart. Too many attend a religious 
service, participate in ministry, or call 
themselves “Christian” or “spiritual”, but are 
still unsaved (Matthew 7:21—23). There is a 
biblical warning: 


=a People approach God using their 
mouths and show honor with their lips, but 
their hearts are far away (Isaiah 29:13; Mark 
7:6). 


Fr On APOSTASY 
Eventually, pretenders will apostatize—they 
will “fall away” from the faith they once 
professed unless they earnestly repent. Like 
the tares among the wheat, their true nature 
will be made Rnown. 


Everyone is urged to be sure of his or her 
salvation. One’s everlasting destiny is not an 
insignificant matter. Scripture tells us to 
observe ourselves to determine whether or 
not we are truly “in the faith.” 


2 Corinthians 13:5. Examine yourselves, 
whether ye be in the faith; prove your own 
selves. Know ye not your own selves, how 
that Jesus Christ is in you, except ye be 
reprobates.

f On APOSTASY 
One test of true faith is love for others 
(1 John 4:7-8). Another is good works. 
Anyone can claim to be godly, but those who 
are truly saved will bear “fruit.” A true 
Christ-follower will show, through words and 
action, that he follows the teachings of Christ. 
Believers bear fruit based on their level of 
understanding, but all Saints bear fruit as 
the Spirit produces it in them 
(Galatians 5:22—23). 


Just as true Followers of Christ will be able to 
see evidence of their salvation (1 John 4:13), 
apostates will eventually be made Rnown by 
their fruit (Matthew 7:16—20) or lack thereof 
(John 15:2). 


kr On APOSTASY 
Another purpose for the Bible’s warnings 
against apostasy is to equip the Body of 
Christ to identify apostates who can be 


cas 
Rnown by their rejection of Christ and by 
their carnal nature (2 Peter 2:1—3). 


The biblical warnings against apostasy, 
therefore, are warnings to those who are 
under the umbrella of “faith” without ever 
having truly exercised faith. 


Scriptures such as Hebrews 6:4—6 and Hebrews 
10:26-29 are warnings to pretend Believers 
that they need to examine themselves before 
it is too late. 


Matthew 7:22-—23 indicates that fake followers, 
whom the Lord will reject, are rejected— not 
because they “lost faith”, but because the Lord 
never KNEW them; they never had a 
RELATIONSHIP with Him. 


> On APOSTASY 
There are many who love religion for 
religion’s sake. They are willing to identify 


Pre 
themselves with Jesus or religious 
organizations. After all, who wouldn’t want 
eternal life and blessing? However, Jesus 
warns us to “count the cost” of discipleship 
(Luke 9:23—26; 14:25-33). 

True Believers have counted the cost and 

made the commitment while apostates fail 
to do so. 


Apostates had a PROFESSION of faith at 
one time, but never the POSSESSION of 
faith. Their mouths spoke something other 
than what their hearts 
believed. 


Apostasy is not loss of salvation. It is evidence 
of pretense. 


One cannot lose what one has only 
pretended to have. 


Salvation is sure.
